Action 


I would like to know If there is an 


ordinance pertaining to parking boats 
and trailers in the street for a long 
period of time. There Is one boat that is 
parked on my street, and it's creating 
congestion as well as being a hazard for 
oncoming cars. 


There is no ordinance specifically 


dealing with boats and boat trailers; 
but a vehicle parked for more than 48 
hours which creates a nuisance can be 
impounded by the police department. 


Police Chief Don Massey suggests 


that if the boat is still creating 
problems on your street that you call 
his department. He will see that of- 
ficers investigate the matter. If; in 
their opinion; the parked boat and 
trailer is creating a nuisance or threat 
to traffic safety; then the owner will be 
asked to move the boat. 


If the owner refuses; then the police 


department can have the boat and 
trailer impounded and taken to the city 
pound. 


In a recent Daily Sun article, it was 


noted that utility costs for CISD have 
doubled by some $127,000 over costs 
four years ago. Relief under the House 
Bill just passed should amount to 
$819,300. What are 
the other in- 


flationary costs that are absorbing the 
$692,300 balance? Are we going to get 
some property tax relief? If not, why 
not? 


There are no plans for a school tax 


cut this year, according to School Supt. 
Mark Culwell. The "relief" the bill has 
granted Corsicana school taxpayers is 
that local school taxes will not have to 
be raised this year. 


In recent years, the school district 


has been operating on a deficit budget, 
paying the difference in expenditures 
and revenue out of a shrinking surplus 
fund. With the new state income, 
Culwell said the district hopes to 
operate under a balanced budget for the 
first time in years this next budget 
year. 


The gross figure you mention as state 


aid can be deceiving if it is not 
remembered that more than $200,000 of 
that money must be used for an ap- 
proximately 13 per cent teacher pay 
hike. Add that to the additional funds 
that will be required to pay the electric 
and gas bill, and the additional revenue 
is about $541, 000. 


The remainder of the money, in 


addition to eliminating the budget 
deficit, will go toward upgrading local 
facilities and similar improv°ments. 


"We have allowed our facilities to 


deteriorate, mostly because we didn't 
have the money to keep them in 
repair," Culwell said. "The new bill 
will allow us to hold our own and give us 
a little room for more maintenance and 
repairs, but at this point we do not 
anticipate any tax cuts." 


Culwell noted that the school board 


has cut local taxes twice since the last 
increase in school taxes, arid that the 
new bill will at least prevent a tax hike 
this year. 


I noticed in today's paper that the 


Justice of the Peace at Hubbard was 
charged with a felony. Who would in- 
UWtigate these offices here if a person 
knew of an instance where a JP might 
be guilty of a crime? 
The criminal district attorney is in 
charge of such investigations and for 
Navarro County that is Pat Batchelor. 


Assuming you know information such 


as you mentioned in your letter, you 
should contact Batchelor's office and 
ask him to investigate the matter. 


He would check to see if there was 


enough evidence to present to a grand 
jury for possible indictment or further 
investigation. 


Who pays the salaries of the district 


judge and the district attorney, the 
county or the state? What does each 
man earn per year? 


The state pays the base salary for 


each of the two positions you mention. 
In addition, Navarro County sup- 
plements the district judge's salary. 
Both positions received a raise during 
the recent legislative session. 


District 
Judge 
Kenneth 
"Buck" 


Douglas currently earns $32,800 from 
the state and as of Sept. 1 he will earn 
$34.500. The county adds $4,000 a year to 
his salary. 


District 
Attorney 
Pat 
Batchelor 


currently earns $24,800 and will earn 
$26,100 from the state as of Sept. 1. 


I'd like some information on the 


closed, washed out bridge on the road 
that connects W. Hwy 31 and Farm 
Road 744. It has been mentioned in 
Action Line before, and the county said 
they were going to open the road again. 
Several people have asked me when 
they are going to open it, and I don't 
know. I think it would save lots of miles 
and gasoline for lots of people If it were 
opened. 


That bridge was the subject of two 


Action Line columns last summer, and 
both times County Commissioner Billy 
Hargrove said the bridge would be 
opened by the end of last summer. As 
you know, that didn't happen. 


The hold up then, Hargrove said, was 


the possibility that the Soil Con- 
servation service would build a flood 
control reservoir near the road. 


Well, Hargrove said Tuesday that the 


Soil Conservation Service is going 
ahead with the reservoir and that the 
Service has determined what the water 
levels will be — one of the hold ups he 
reported last year. 


Hargrove says again that he is ready 


to proceed with work on the road. 
According to him, if the contractor does 
not build the road soon Hargrove will 
take his crew and place culverts at the 
spot. He said work should be starting 
within two to three weeks, with the road 
open in a month. 


Should that finally happen as plan- 


ned, Action IJne will note when the road 
opens.

College extends borders 


Another step in the Navarro College master 


plan was completed Wednesday, as trustees 
voted to purchase three tracts of land which 
now extends the college's property from W. 
Hwy 31 to W. 2nd Avenue. 


Trustees voted unanimously to pay a total 


of $117,000 for the three tracts of property, 
which is located across from the William- 
sburg Apartments, bounded by Miracle 
Drive, W. 4th Ave., N. 42nd St., and W. 2nd 
Ave. 


A lot and house belonging to Mr. and Mrs. 


Lester Hambrick was purchased for $12,000; 
a house, lot, and acreage belonging to Gary 
Gober was purchased for $30,000; and two 
large lots stretching from W. 2nd to W. 4th 
were purchased from the Erwin-Beasley Co. 
for $75,000. 


Terms of the purchase call for the first two 


property owners to be paid in full im- 
mediately, with the Erwin-Beasley Co. 
receiving a $25,000 down payment and $25,000 
a year for the next two years, plus four per 
cent interest. 


The property transaction was carried out in 


open session, after board president Leighton 


Dawson noted that the matter had been 
discussed several times in the past in closed 
session. 


Navarro president Kenneth Walker said 


that the college has been setting aside money 
for this property purchase throughout the two 
years in which negotiations for the sale have 
been underway. 


The property fronting Miracle Drive will 


likely be used for new student housing, 
Walker said. Because of the location, and 
because the new housing will be "apartment- 
type" structures, the dorm space could in the 
future be rented as regular apartments if 
college enrollment declined. 


And, Walker said, the purchase price of that 


property about equaled the cost of installing 
new curb and guttering if the housing were to 
be built on property the college already owns 
but which does not front a city street. 


Any student housing constructed in the 


future will likely be funded through a grant, 
Walker told the board. Funds are now 
becoming available for student housing 
construction, he said.

There also are four telemetry 
monitor units which do not 
restrict a patient to the bed by 
direct wire. A small transmitter

This 
equipment will be used in the

unit 
along 
with 
new 


monitoring equipment to be 
purchased. 


Hospital planners, committee 


members and the architect 
reached agreement 
that the 


remodeling project should be on 
the south end of this medical 
bed wing due to the con- 
figuration of the building and 
availability of utilities in that 
area. 


AS OUTLINED in schematic 


form by the architect, the new 
unit will involve 3,348 square 
feet. This space now is occupied 
by 13 medical patient beds. To 
avoid losing the three beds due 
to remodeling, a single patient 
bedroom will be made from a 
solarium on each of three floors 
elsewhere in the hospital. These 
solaria are not being used now, 
and with installation of a wall, 
door, bathroom and the other 
equipment

necessary for a patient room,

Therefore the hospital's official 
bed count of 177 beds will be 
unchanged by the remodeling 
project. 


Plans have progressed to the 


point where the hospital has 
completed 
necessary 
ap- 


plication forms for a certificate 
of need from the Texas Health 
Facilities Commission. Mon- 
dernization projects costing in 
excess of $100,000 must 
be 


approved by this state planning 
agency which has the authority 
to grant a certificate of need to 
the hospital. All data required 
by the commission has been 
collected and applied to the 
application forms which are 
ready to send to Austin. 


AT THIS time, estimates to 
remodel and equip the new 
facility, as are shown on the 
application to the state agency, 
are: construction and related 
expenses 
$145,000; 
fixed 


equipment, 
$62,500; 
and 


movable equipment, $20,000. 


The new unit will be equipped 


with many life-support and life- 
saving devices 
and related 


equipment and supplies. Special 


beds will be installed and it is 
proposed that electrical outlets, 
medical 
gases, 
suction 
or 


vacuum piping and monitor 
connections will all be in a 
single modular panel at the 
head 
of 
each 
bed. 


Requirements of such a unit are 
that nurses 
have an unob- 


structed view of each bed from 
the nurses station. However, 
there will be glass panels or 
dividers 
and 
curtains 
for 


privacy during treatments of an 
individual patient in the unit. 


The money for total funding 


of the proposed project is being 
donated by Mr. and Mrs. Ralph 
R. Brown, who are making the 
funds available in memory of 
Mrs. Brown's parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. E. S. Fentress, and her 
brother, Harlon M. Fentress. 


The Texas Health Facilities 


Commission is allowed 90 days 
to process the application for a 
certificate of need, and then the 
hospital has 180 days to .show 
substantial

commission with a minimum

Monday night's work session, 
but commissioners agreed that 
he should include some charges 
for the office space and utility 
cost of housing the program at 
city hall. 


Ballenger's proposal would 


call for the city to incorporate 
the Manpower Program as a 
separate department of city 
government, 
with 
funding 


provided by the North Central 


Texas Council of Governments. 


The commission instructed 


Ballenger to prepare a proposal 
to submit to Dunn and then 
allow the county judge to either 
construct a contract for that 
amount or at an alternate figure 
and then have that contract 
presented to the city com- 
mission at its Aug. 16 meeting. 


Commissioners wanted the 


two-week delay to give them 
time to study the situation and 
reach a decision as to whether 
they want the city in the 
Manpower business. 


IF THE CITY adopts Man- 


power, Ballenger says it would 
maintain the present counselor 
and secretary of the program 
but that Ruth Dawson would 
replace 
Kenneth Martin as 


program administrator. 


Mrs. Dawson would have five- 


sixths of her salary paid by 
NCTCOG with the city picking 
up the remainder as the pay she 
would receive for serving as 
secretary to the Civil Service 
program. Her administrator's 
salary 
would be $14,400, of 


which $12,000 would be paid by 
COG. 


Ballenger said the program 


would have both advantages 
and disadvantages to the city. 


On the negative side, he said 


it would increase the amount of 
traffic at city hall and create 
additional work for him though 
he plans to stay in a basically 
advisory capacity. 


Positively, Ballenger 
said, 


the Manpower program would 
'help the city fulfill its own 
Manpower needs and possibly 
bring 
in

A plat, presented by Monte 


Cole, owner of the Country 
Smokehouse in Streetman, was 
approved by the commissioners 
also.

sold as "pieces of Texas" to 
tourists.
